Canada At War! 


Canada is at war, and with the passing of winter, operations are being 
rénewed and extended on all fronts against the common enemy. Happily, 
it is not warfare directed against any other people or fation, nor, ln tie 
final analysis, is it.a destructive, life-taking, money-losing campaign in 
which the Canadian people are engaged. Rather, it {s constructive, life- 
giving, money-making battle that is being waged. 

The war to which reference is made is an unceasing one. It can never 
end, and victory can never be wholly complete. On the other hand, unless 
the battle is fought, and renewed from year to year, defeat for mankind is 
stire and inescapable, It is a case where eternal vigilance is wate price that 
must be paid for life, liberty and happiness. 

It is a war against dirt, disease, insects, bacteria. 

In the spring of the year, as snow disaappears and the frost leaves the 
ground, exposing the accumulations of winter, it is imperative that every 
householder, every community, ‘clean up.” Failure to do so may, and in all 
probability will, result in an epidemic of sickness, not to speak of the un- 
wholesome effect upon the mentality and habits of people living amidst un- 
sightly, disagreeable surroundings. The necessity of an annual spring 
“clean up,” and the maintenance of clean surroundings, and sanitary condi- 
tions throughout the warm summer months, is applicable alike to the farm 
and farm home, and the urban community and home. 

The danger of the common house fly is now too well known to require 
emphasis. It is the greatest distributor of the filth and disease breeding 
germs upon which it thrives and breeds its countless millions. Destroy. its 
breeding grounds and the battle is more than half won. When the first fly 
puts in an appearance, kill it, and you will be saved the trouble of swatting | 
hundreds later on. ° 

Then there is that most unpopular little humming bird, the mosquito, 
which turns so many of our long and lovely summer evenings~and our 
beautiful summer resorts and sports grounds into places of torture. By 
taking early action this almost universal pest can be largely controlled. 
For. years the citizens of Winnipeg have had life made miserable for 
them by mosquitoes, and each season«witnesses more energetic and con- 
certed effort to destroy them. Regina, no worse sufferer than other places, 
is this year, under the direction of the Kinsmen Club, assisted by other 
service clubs, the health authorities, Boy Scouts, and other organizations, 
taking part in the battle. 

The mosquito breeds by tens of millions in stagnant water. Pools of | 
stagnant water, slowly drying up sloughs, partially filled ditchés, cannot an 
be drained, nor can ‘their existence be wholly prevented, but through the 
simple expedient of scattering coal oil, and other oils, in these stagnant 
waters, these millions of potential mosquitoes will be destroyed. Regina 1s 
surveying the city and its surroundings from the-air, thus detecting every 

‘spot of stagnant water, and these are to be impregnated with oil. If all 
our towns and villages locate these pools of stagnant water in and about 
them and take like action, life will be made more comfortable and enjoyable. 

When cleaning old oil out of your motor car, tractor engine, or othe: 
machinery, do not throw it away. Save it, and spread it about in any stag- 
nant water in your vicinity, and sink your old oil-soaked rags with a stone 
in such pools. By so doing you will prevent the breeding of mosquitoes. 

This great and holy war is being waged in other directions and in even 
intensive fashion. Departments of agriculture, and the research departments 
of our Universities and the National Research Bureau in laboratories and 
in the fields, have for some years been engaged in the task of finding a 
means of eradicating rust from wheat, which takes its toll of tens of mil- 
lions of dollars from the farmers of the prairies. According to latest authen- 
tic reports gratifying progress has been made, and the experts engagéd in 
this work are now fairly confident they are on the right track, and that 
before long a rust resistant wheat will be developed, fully equal to other 
wheats in its early ripening ability, in yield per acre, and in its bread mak- 
ing qualities. Such a victory will bring huge rewards for the time ana 
money expended. It is a form of constructive warfare which will reimburse 
Canada for many of its lossés occasioned by destructive human war,’ 

Agricultural and health departments of governments are in the van of 
this great, never-ending” battle. The larger municipalities and many other 
communities. are awakening to their responsibility. Semi-public organiza- 
tions of many kinds are joining in the fray. As was the case In the Great 
War, scientists are doing their part, and doing it well, But as the Great 
War developed into a struggle between peoples, rather than armies ana 
navies, in which every man and woman had a duty to perform, so in this 
other war in which Canada is engaged, everybody must be enrolled if the 
largest measure of success and victory is to be achieved. This is a war 
which recognizes no defined boundary lines; it must be waged everywhere; 
if the enemy remains unmolested in. any one place or district, or even on

»| Some good shipments have been go- 
ing forward to the British West In- 
dies, The most recent shipment con- 
sisted of seven record of perfomance 
approved White Leghorn, cockerels. 
This order followed a larger one of 
ninety-one, Birds shipped to Trinidad 
fast September. H. 8S. Arkell, Do- 
minion Live Stock Commissioner, 
announces that reports from the pur- 
chasers of these birds indicate that 
Canadian-bred poultry are giving 
every satisfaction in the southern 
temperatures, :

Frost Kills Insects 


Hard Winter Expected To Be Factor 
For Eliminating Pests 


The winter of 1928-29 was a hard 
one on {nsects, scientists at the Do- 
minion entomological laboratory at 
the University of Saskatchewan be- 
lieve. A self-recording thermometer, 
the bulb of which was three inches 
below the soil level, registered -11 
degrees below zero on March 9, the 
lowest recorded during the past ten 
years, 

The effect will be severe on insects 
as the majority hibernate at a depth 
of two to four inches. The lowest 
temperature recorded beneath the 
soll in the winter of 1926-27 was 14 
degrees above,

Hon, BP, J. Veniot, postmaster-gen- 
ral, outlined an ambitious program | 
for a transCanada air mail route,

sidered the outside service rote of 
the post office department. This 
service includes afi air mail routes 
in the Dominion, Mr. Ventot deectired. | 
The total vote, including salaries and} 
allowances, ts $34,926,639. .Progress 
was reported. 

Under the ‘sub-heading of fail 
service, which includes all air routes, 
the amount of the vote was given at | 
$16,205,000. Mr. Venict explained | 
that during the past few months the} 
postal service had extended its mail| 
routes to almost every corner of the) 
Dominion, During the coming sum-! 
mer it was hoped to cénnect Toronta 
with Buffalo and Windsor. Any 
towns or cities along the route which 
provided landing fields for mail | 
planes could benefit from this ser- 
vice. The department did not intend 
to construct such landing fields itself. 
Air mail service to, the Pacific coast | 
ports was not contemplated for thé 
present year, Mr. Veniot declared 


for surveys of mail routes had not 
yet been completed by the experts of 
the department of national defence.

Increased Wheat Stocks 
Quantity Of Grain On Hand Shows 
Increase Over Last Year j 

The quantity of wheat in Canada) 
on March &t, last, amounted fo 244,- 
423,005 bushels, an increase of 18,- 
151,158 bushels over the correspond- 
ing date last year. The figures 
which were issued by the depart- 
ment of trade and commerce, are 
based on returns from elevators, 
flour mills, railway companies and 
crop correspondents, 

The 1928 wheat stocks on hand 
comprise 171,290,526 bushels -in ele- 
vators, flour mille and afloat; 60,517,- 
000 bushels in farmers’ hands, and 
, 12,615,479 bushels in transit by rail. 

Stocks on hand of ether -oag are 
shown.as follows: 

Oats. 188,071,243 bushels against 
179,827,809 bushel on Mareh 31, 
1928; barfey, 49,455,935 bushels com- 
pared with 32,124,126 bushels. Of this 
total 29,194,000 bushels are still in 
farmers’ hands.

Italy's largest and best equipped 
| submarine, the Franco Tosi, has been

Cleaning Metals 


‘Brass and copper require the same 
treatment, and any good patent 
cleaner may be used. Most directions 

| advise that the polish be allowed to 
| ary and -the metal then polished with 

a soft cloth, but better results will 

| be obtained if the metal is washed 
; te remove all polish and given a fin- 
al rub with a paste of rotenstone and 
raw. linseed oil. 


Ornaniental metal pieces are often 
given a lacquer treatment which 
eliminates frequent -cleaning. The 
metal is polished but the rottenstone 
and oil rub omitted. The metal is 
| wiped with denatured alcohol before 
the application of the lacquér. Two 
coats of the ‘lacquer are better than 
one, and half an hour should be al- 
lowed between them. The lacquer 
may be used on exterior metal work 
but it will need renewing oftener in 
that case. 

-When another cleaning is needed 
the lacquer should be removed with 
denatured alcohol and hot — water 
Soak the lacquer in hot water and it 
will come off easily. 

Pewter id cleaned with a very fine 
abrasive. Steel wool No. 00 and 
soap, or.a paste of rottenstone ana 
oil may be used. After cleaning, 
wash in hot soap suds and polish 
with a soft cloth, 

A coarse abrasive should not be 
uséd on nickel-plated brass. When 
the nickel is worn off there is noth- 
ing to.be done but to have the metal 
replated: Nickel faucets should be 
washed with hot soap suds and kept 
as dry as possible. It is a. good plan 
to use paper napkins to dry faucets 
when tidying up. If the nickel 
needs more than washing, use a pre- 
| pared nickel polish or a fine friction 
soap. Finish by washing and drying.

WELCOME TO CANADA 


The Care Of Books 
Many women who take beautiful! 
care of their clothing and their 


kitchen utensils, their linen closets 
and their refrigerators, are careless 
about those choicest treasures of the 
home—the books. We are all apt to 
stick books away in bookcases or on 
open shelves and forget all about 
them ‘except to whisk an occasional 


duster. along the fronts of the 

shelves. ; 
Books need just as much care as 

rugs, household linens, and fine 


leather shoes, if they are to enjoy 
long life and keep their shape and 
their freshness. Dust accumulates 
on book shelves almost more quick- 
ly than anywhere else in the house, 
or at least it seems to, perhaps be- 
cause there are so many edges ex- 
posed to the sweweping dust par- 
ticles. 

The light wool or feather duster 
should be used daily, and, at least 
once a month, every book in the 
house should have individual care. 


er and the tops and sides of the 
pages. Many little-used books haye a 
yellowed edge of dust along each 
page, which could be avoided if they 
were wiped off frequently. If you 
have choice leather-bound books in 
your collection, whether sheepskin, 
calf, or morocco; give them a light 
coating of pure neatsfoot oil once a 
year, to preserve the leather. 

Keep all books out of the direct 
rays of the sun. This dries uut the 
glue and tends to loosen the binding 
and will dismally fade all of the col- 
ored cloth covers. Another way to, 
keep books in good condition is to 
see that they stand upright at all) 
times, whether between the book, 
ends or on the shelves. A book tipped, 
sideways gets its covers pushed out 
of shape and tends fo come apart.

Make Your Priming Coat 


By a primary coat is meant the 
first, or primary, coat of paint. or 
varnish on any surface of wood, 
metal or plaster. The first object of 
the priming coat is to stop most of 
the suction, present to a great extent 
in. wood and plaster, so that the fin- 
ishing coats will stand out with a 
uniform degree of gloss, or, in the 
case of flat-wall paint, with a uni- 
form degree of flatness. 

In this connection, please note that 
no such uniformity can be obtained 
until the porous nature of the sur- 
face, or suction, has been satisfied. 
In the case of metal surfaces. the de- 
gree of suction, or porosity, is far 
less noticeable; therefore, such sur- 
faces will naturally call for a differ- 
ent priming treatment. 

The second object to be aimed at 
in the first class priming coat is a 
proper degree of penetration of the 
face, so that the paint will to the 
greatest possible extent become a 
part of the surface—not merely so 
much pigment and oil spread out on 
top of, and insécurely bound to, the 
surface. ; 

. Bearing these objects in mind, the 
salesman will readily understand 
that a thick priming coat cannot 
possibly be a good priming coat. 
Why? Take the first object outlined 
above. If a thick priming coat is ap- 
plied on wood or plaster the porous 
nature of the surface will suck away 
most of the oil from the paint, which, 
‘mind you, needs just this quotaa of 
oll to bind it and form a good film. 
The result is, that instead of having 
stopped the suction, you have mere- 
ly -superimposed another surface, 
porous in nature becausé it has been 
deprived of too much Oil and inse- 
curely bound to the surface for the 
same reason—and that also kicks the 
props from under our second support 
—the Second object, 

So: ‘we arrive at the nataral and 
logical conclusiOn that priming coats 
on wood and plaster must be thin 
coats—it is almost impossible to get 
them too thin, If a priming coat can 
be sajd to be too thin, such a claim 
can only be advanced from the cov- 
ering or hiding viewpoint,
